Increase of 14.5% in Donation Dollars, Staff Participation Now 90.27% 

The final figures are in and we are extremely proud and happy to announce that the big 
Eaton Employees’ Charitable Fund Campaign Objective has been reached! A great deal 
of credit must be extended to the Department Representatives who worked so hard and 
enthusiastically—and to the many generous Eaton employees who recognized the impor¬ 
tance of donating to the E.E.C.F. 

The Campaign brought in 685 new subscribers and 2,102 former subscribers increased 
their weekly donations.
